HERE’S HOW IT WORKS
All Recyclable Iltems Mix Together in One Bin for Collection

All recyclable items - paper, cardboard, plastic, metal and glass - need to be mixed together loosely in one bin.

Lids and labels can be left on recyclable containers, which should be empty and rinsed before recycling.

Recyclables must be placed in your designated recycling bin (a durable, lidded, plastic or metal container of your choice, 35 gallon
maximum), marked with a sticker. More than one recycling bin is OK.

4. Do not place recyclables in plastic bags for collection (shredded paper is the only exception). NO strings, no bags, no trash allowed.

INCLEMENT WEATHER TIPS

WINDY DAYS

Wind is a big problem for our crews when picking up curbside recy-
clables. If a recycling bin gets blown over and the lid comes off, the
recyclables can blow all over, causing unsightly litter. And once a bin
is empty, a light weight container can roll into the road.

If the weather is expected to be especially windy or stormy, consider
holding your recycling until your next pick-up day. If you end up
with extra materials - do not put the excess recycling into a plastic
bag. You can use an empty cardboard box (fold the flaps to keep it
closed), or use unmarked containers (such as a Rubbermaid tote with
a lid) as an overflow bin.

HELPFUL HINT:
Drill holes in the bottom of your recy-
cling container so water drains through.
Keeps recyclables drier, less freezing in
winter, so containers don’t have excess
weight. Your recycling crew will
appreciate it!

SNOW BANKS

Please don’t place your container on a snow bank. Our
crews will not climb on snow banks to collect recyclables,
as it is a safety concern.

Safety on the Road

Every driver learns to stop and wait for school buses, slow down in construction zones, and move over for emergency
vehicles. Please also take extra care when approaching recycling and garbage trucks to prevent accidents, injuries
and deaths.

Stop if necessary to al-
low workers to do their jobs.
LOOK FOR WORKERS before attempting to pass the truck.

GPS while driving near a sanitation truck.

"Slow Down to Get Around” became law in New York State in 2016. Drivers are now required to slow down
and move over for waste and recycling vehicles using their safety lights while collecting. This puts them in
the same category as other hazard vehicles such as police cars or fire trucks.

Recycling Dos & Don’ts

There is a right and a wrong way to recycle. Even though well-meaning, when people put materials into
recycling that don’t belong, it creates problems at the processing plant and contaminates the other “good
recyclables.” It is important to rinse food waste from containers. Don’t include prescription pill bottles, wire
hangers, extension cords or hoses. For singlestream recycling, no plastic bags are allowed, with the ex-
ception of shredded paper. Improper items may be left at the curb.

There is no
charge.

Rechargeable & Button Batteries can be dropped off at all transfer stations.

Alkaline household batteries should be disposed of with garbage.

Computers 8 TVs

Computers, monitors, keyboards, scanners, printers, cell phones, televisions, and
other electronic products can be recycled at the transfer station that serves your
municipality. Small businesses and non-profits can also recycle electronics at the
DSW. No charge.

Fluorescent
Light Bulbs

Fluorescent Light Bulbs (tubes or CFLs) can be recycled at the Department of Solid
Waste (see below for hours and address). Open to all county residents only (no busi-
nesses). No charge. (/ncandescent light bulbs go in the garbage).

Freon-Containing units (refrigerators, freezers, air conditioners, dehumidifiers) must be
brought to the Department of Solid Waste (see below). Transfer stations will not accept
these appliances. $5 charge to county residents, (businesses pay $5).

Propane Tanks

Propane Tanks: Small (one-lb.) propane tanks should go in the garbage when empty.
For disposal of 20-pound tanks, please call the DSW at 518-736-5501 for details.

Textile drop-off boxes at all transfer stations accept: all clothing, paired shoes,
purses, belts, hats, linens (no pillows), blankets, towels, drapes, stuffed animals.

Used Motor Oil

Used Motor Oil can be taken to the transfer station in your municipality. Open to all
county residents, there is no charge. Used motor oil should be brought in a translu-
cent bottle with a screw top lid, and left in a designated spot. Please do not mix with
anti-freeze or other liquids.
